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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 .. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Murphy 
(D1 64,591) in view of Pitts (4,848,948). 

Murphy discloses a rounded top headstone shaped book with a ring assembly. 

Murphy discloses the claimed invention except for the ring assembly being 
attached to the right edge of the inside back cover. 

Pitts discloses a loose-leaf ring binder having front (31) and rear (32) covers with 
a ring assembly (21) being attached to the right edge of the inside of the back cover 
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(see figures 3 and column 3, lines 3-12). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the book of Murphy 
to include the ring assembly attached to the right edge of the inside back cover, as 
taught by Pitts, for easy insertion and removal of papers from the book. 

4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hambright (6,164,859). 

Hambright discloses a folding album page comprising a transparent horizontally 
loaded sheet protector (14), an unwelded vertical folding crease (104) down the middle, 
a ring retaining extension (66) with holes (90, 126). 

Hambright discloses the claimed invention except for explicitly disclosing the 
dimension of the ring retaining extension (1/2"). It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide any desired 
dimension for the ring retaining extension, since it has been held that discovering an 
optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. In re 
Boesch, 617 F. 2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 

It is noted that the process of folding the sheet protector fails to structurally limit 
the claim. The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. 
Product-by-Process claims are not limited to the manipulations of recited steps, only the 
structure implied by the steps. (See MPEP 21 13)
